The  Daily  Universe  and  the 
Spurs  and  IK’s  service  units  are 
sponsoring  a collection  drive  for 
the  John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy  Lib- 
rary located  on  the  banks  of  the 
Charles  River  in  Boston,  Mass, 
according  to  Pat  Marotto,  chair- 
man. The,  site  was  selected  by  the 
President,  himself  eight  weeks 
before  his  death. 

Colleges  throughout  the  entire 
United  States  are  sponsoring  sim- 
ilar drives  on  their  campuses.  The 
National  Student  Committee, 
composed  entirely  of  students,  is 
in  charge  of  the  National  Drive. 
They  hope  to  raise  $250, (X)0  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  a room 
in  the  library  to  be  donated  by 
the  students. 

More  than  any  other  president, 
John  F.  Kennedy  was  the  symbol 
of  America’s  youth.  His  fresh- 
ness, his  idealism,  his  interest  in 
youth  and  education  identified 
him  with  students  in  colleges 
throghout  the  world,  and  bound 
him  to  the  young  people  he 
symbolized. 

Thus  the  young  people  wanted 
to  do  something  to  keep  his 
memory  and  spirit  alive.  The 
John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy  Library 
is  such  a monument  expressing 
admination  and  a special  tribute 
to  him. 

As  well  as  containing  a muse- 
um of  President  Kennedy’s  not- 
able papers  and  manuscripts,  the 
Library  will  add  a new  and  uni- 
que dimension.  It  will  also  contain 
all  available  tapes  and  films  of 
him,  first  as  Senator  from  Mass- 
chusetts,  then  as  a candidate,  and 
later  as  President.  These  films 
and  tapes,  along  with  taped  inter- 
views with  those  who  knew  him 
best,  will  comprise  a Living  Lib- 
rary of  the  man. 

The  Library  is  envisioned  as 
comprising  three  working  com- 
ponents, a museum,  an  archive,' 
and  an  institute.  It  will  be,  pri- 
marily, a memorial  to  the  35th 
President.  But  it  will,  be  more 
than  simply  a monument,  its  con- 
cept being  to  express  President 


Kennedy’s  vivid  concern,  for  his 
country  and  the  world. 

Students  will  have  a real  part 
in  the  construction  of  this  great 
tribute  to  our  President  by  con- 
tributing what  they  can  said  Mr. 
Marotto.  Booths  will  be  located  in 
the  Eyring  Science  Center  and 
the  south  end  of  the  Clark  Lib- 
rary to  collect  voluntary  con- 
tributions.

Crash  Claims  Two  Lives; 
Seriously  Injures  Another 


Non-Military  Aid 
Sought  By  Rusk 

'THE  HAGUE  (UPI)  - Secre- 
tary of  State  Dean  Rusk,  here 
for  a three  day  meeting  of  NATO 
foreign  ministers,  will  deliver  a 
shari  dressing  down  to  America’s 
Allies  for  trading  with  Cuba  and 
will  appeal  for  non-military  aid 
in  South  Viet  Nam.  Sources  he 
will  hit  these  two  hard  and  also 
will  warn  that  quarrels  in  the 
Communist  camp  should  not  in- 
duce the  free  West  to  lower  its 
guard. 


Funeral  arrangements  are 
pending  on  a Mother’s  Day  Week- 
end tragedy  in  three  homes.  Two 
BYU  students  died  and  a third 
was  seriously  injuried  when  in 
their  car  crashed  into  the  back  of 
an  oil  rig  on  Green  River  Bridge, 
12  miles  east  of  Vernal, 

According  to  State  Patrolman 
Raymond  Herrington,  the  acci. 
dent  occured  at  5:10  a.m.  Satur- 
day. Malinda  Jane  Clark.  20,  from 
Meeker,  Col.,  was  driving  the 
1957  Oldsmobile.  Owner  Richard 
Alan  Flower,  22,  Mt.  Vernon,  Ore,, 
was  in  the  front  seat  beside  her. 

SERIOUSLY  INJURED  Susan 
Louise  Calder,  20,  of  Craig,  Col., 
was  in  the  back  seat. 

The  car  was  traveling  between 
50  and  60  miles  an  hour  east  on 
V.S.  Highway  40  when  it  ran  into 
the  rear  of  a drilling  rig  going 
about  10  miles  an  hour. 

“It  was  like  throwing  a bee-bee 
against  a baseball  bat,”  described 
Officer  Herrington.  The  rig 
weighed  about  9,000  lbs.,  he  said, 
and  the  car’s  motor  was  crushed 
into  about  12  inches  space.  “The 
kids  were  just  buried  inside.” 

It  was  light  then  and  the  wea- 
ther was  clear.  “Apparently  they" 
were  just  tired,”  said  Officer  Her- 
rington. Vernal  is  approximately 
three  hours  drive  from  Provo  and 
Friday  was  Junior  Prom  night. 

Driver  of  the  rig,  Charles  E. 
Rathmann,  “thought  he  had  a flat 
tire,”  according  to  Officer  Her- 
rington. He  was  apparently  issued 
a citation  for  moving  the  rig  on 
a weekend. 

The  students  were  thought  to 
be  on  their  way  home  for  the 
weekend.  Miss  Clark  is  a fresh- 


man in  business  education,  Mr. 
Flower  is  listed  as  a freshman  in 
electrical  engineering. 

Miss  Calder,  treated  in  the 
Uintah  County  Hospital,  was 
transferred  to  Holy  Cross  in  Salt 
Lake  City  where  she  is  described 
as  being  in  serious  condition  with 
multiple  fractures  of  the  pelvis 
and  possibly  a skull  fracture.  No 
visitors  are  being  permitted. 

The  two  deaths  bring  Utsih’s 
traffic  toll  to  75,  an  even  dozen 
more  than  had  been  killed  on  the 
same  date  last  year.

BYU’s  chapter  of  the  American 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers  will 
host  student  chapters  from  uni- 
versities in  Utah,  Nevada,  Ari- 
zona and  California  Monday  at 
the  annual  meeting  of , the  Pacific 
Southwest  Conference  of  ASCE 
Student  Chapters. 

Highlighting  the  conference 
will  -be  an  address  by  former 
engineer  George  D.  Clyde,  gov- 
ernor of  Utah  and  a student  pap- 
er contest. 

REPRESENTING  BYU  will  be 
Leslie  Youd,  a fifth-year  civil 
engineering  student  from  Span-

New  Catalog  Available; 
Many  Changes  Included 


The  1964-66  BYU  catalog,  in- 
cluding some  important  changes, 
is  now  available  at  the  BYU  Book- 
store, according  to  Ernest  L.  Ol- 
sen, Chairman  of  the  office  of 
University  Publications. 

Cost  is  $1,  twice  the  price  of 
the  old  catalog. 

“THE  INCREASED  cost  of 
production  forced  us  to  raise  the 
price,”  explained  Mr.  Olsen.  The 
cost  of  printing  alone  (excluding 
other  handling,  etc.)  on  the  1962- 
64  catalog  was  85  cents.  With 
35,000  books  being  printed  it  was 
an  expense  which  the  University 
could  not  allow  to-continue.  “Even 
at  $1,  we’ll  lose  money.”  he  added. 

The  entire  catalog  was  printed 
and  bound  at  BYU  Press  this  year 
instead  of  at  the  Deseret  News 
Press.  Mr.  Olsen  believes  that 
while  it  took  a little  longer  to  do 
at  BYU,  the  finished  product  is  of 
finer  quality  than  the  catalogs 
of  past  years. 

THERE  ARE  30  more  pages 
in  the  new  edition  than  the  last, 
Better  grade  of  paper  was  used. 
Pictures  were  added  throughout 
the  new  edition. 

The  most  important^change  is 
the  change  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts  to  the  College  of  Fine  Arts 
and  Communications. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  Ani- 
mal  Husbandry  and  Science  has 
become  the  Department  of  Ani- 
mal Science.  The  Department  of 
Agriculture  is  now  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agricultural  Education. 

A new  department  is  the  De- 
partment of  Family  Life  Educa- 
tion including  home  development 
and  family  relationships,  and 
home  making  education.  A Rus- 
sian Studies  program  has  been 
added  in  the  College  of  Humanit- 
ies. 

RECREATION  has  become  Re- 
creation Education,  and  the  Tech- 
nical and  Semi-professional  In- 
stitute is  now  simply  the  Techni- 
cal Institute. 

One  interesting  change  to 
watch  will  be  in  the  College  of 
Religious  Instruction.  Philosophy, 
explaining  many  atheitic  views,  is 
grouped  under  a special  heading, 
though  still  in  the  Religion  Col- 
lege. 

A CHANGE  submitted  just  in 
time  to  be  published  was  the  avai- 
lability of  degrees  in  the  Fine 
Arts.  Now  a student  can  obtain 
both  batchelor’s  and  Master’s  of 
Fine  Arts  Degrees. 

The  demand  for  the  BYU  Cata- 
logs is  increasing  at  a tremend- 
ous rate.  Thirty-five  thousand 
copies  of  the  last  edition  weren’t 
enough.  This  year  45,()(X)  copies 
will  be  printed  of  the  new  catalog. 


' ALREADY  WORK  is  underway 
on  the  1966-68  Cllatalog.  Now  the 
mistakes  are  being  found  and 
eliminated  (such  as  including 
Greenland  as  part  of  Canada.)  In 
the  fall  of  1965  the  work  will  be 
speeded  up  with  information  be- 
ginning to  come  in  from  the  many 
varied  departments  on  campus. 

About  Dec.  1 the  copy  will  be- 
gin to  the  sent  to  press.  Feb.  1. 
1966  the  presses  will  begin  the 
roll. 

Mr.  Olsen  stated  that  while  he 
felt  that  this  catalog  ranks  with 
the  finest  ever  published  by  BYU 
there  are  a few  things  that 
should  be  changed.  “The  whole 
thing  could  be  written  in  simpl- 
er, less  formal  language  to  make 
it  easier  to  understand,  but  that 
would  be  an  awful  job!” 

EVEN  SO,  the  catalog  is  de- 
signed with  students  in  mind.  The 
calendar,  admission  standards, 
services,  etc.  are  in  the  front,  with 
less  vital  items  closer  to  the  back.
